Churches Pay Tribute 


to Pioneer Members 


Taking advantage of $3500 


gas tax money due Covina from 
the state, the city council Mon- 
day night took the first steps 
toward the resurfacing of San 
Bernardino road from the west- 
ern to the eastern limits of the 
city, when a resolution was 
adopted by the council and 
specifications prepared by Engi- 
neer Glenn Crawford were or- 
dered forwarded to the state 
officials for confirmation. 


Funds received from the gas tax 


allotted to Covina will be used for 
the purchase of materials for the 
project, it was stated by Engineer 
Crawford, the request for free labor 
having been made some time ago to 
officials of the SERA, with the as- 
surance that all labor needed would 
be furnished free by the govern- 
ment. Work will be started as soon 
as the plans are approved by the 
state and the funds made available. 


Crawford has made his final re- 


port of the Covina sewer project to 
the city council, showing in detail 
the amount of work done under the 
CWA and later under the SERA, and 
the amount saved by the city in hav- 
ing the work done under govern- 
ment aid. The report shows that the 
government has spent a total of $72,- 
506.21 in completing the sewer sys- 
tem in Covina. with.__$18,71.6.52 as

Looking back to' the first work 
done on the sewer system brought 
out some interesting figures.. At that 
time the system was started the work 
was done under contract, with very 
little of the $13,672 being left in the 
city, even the hauling of material 
being done by outside firms. In the 
work just completed a large portion 
of the money was paid to residents 
of the city, all of the hauling being 
done by Covina trucks, and much 
Covina labor being employed. 


As to outfall plans for the system, 


city officials are at a standstill, with 
no' solution in sight, although every 
suggestion is being investigated in 
the hope that some plan acceptable 
to all interests involved may be dis- 
covered. 


Falling in with the spirit of the 


fiftieth anniversary celebration, sev- 
eral of the churches of the city held 
special anniversary services Sunday 
and paid tribute to the pioneers who 
established their congregations in the 
early days. 


METHODIST 


At the Methodist Episcopal church 


Rev. Harry G. Earle, pastor, extend- 
ed a welcome to the older members 
and the guests who were present to 
take part in the first annual home- 
coming of the Covina church, and 
extolled the virtues of those who had 
brought the denomination to its 
present high standing in the com- 
munity. 


Briefly outlining the history of the 


local church, Rev. Earle stated that 
Delight S. Lee, who was laid to rest 
November 16, 1927, wrote an article 
pridr to her death in which she said 
that Methodism, functioned first .in 
Covina in 1885. This date is sub- 
stantiated in a letter received from 
Rev. E. J. Inwood by the pastor, dat- 
ed October 8, 1934. This was the 
year Covina was founded. A Sunday 
school was organized that year by 
Mrs. G. W. Lee and held in her home 
for a time, after which it was trans- 
ferred to Franklin hall on East Ba- 
dillo street. This beginning grew 
into the Covina Methodist church. 


B. F. Edwards, deceased, was the 


first pastor of the church. 


Rev. 
S. A. Williams, a student in 


College of West Los Angeles, sup- 
plied Covina during 1886, while Rev. 
E. J. Inwood was appointed supply 
pastor in 1887 and built a church 
valued at $46,000, the cornerstone 
being laid July 30, 1887, by Rev. R. 
S. Cantine, then pastor at the First 
Methodist church in Los Angeles, 
and being dedicated by Rev. T. C. 
Warne, free of debt, on March 4, 
1888. 


J. S. Phillips, founder of Covina, 


gave the two lots upon which now 
stands the church and guaranteed 
the building of the structure. The 
church suffered 
TVO fires during 


1917, the first on March 20 razed the 
Sunday school plant to the ground, 
and on August 20 the auditoriuni 
was completely destroyed.

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Forum Speaker 


Describes New 


Foreign Policy 


Dr. Malbone Graham, professor of 


political science at U. C. L. A., dis- 
cussed the topic, "The New Deal in 
Foreign Policy," at the Monday eve- 
ning forum at the Covina evening 
high school. 


Dr. Graham vividly described the 


re-organization of and the change 
of policy of the state department of 
the Roosevelt administration. This 
re-orgariization began with the sec- 
retaryship and extended to the dip- 
lomatic service, in which about forty 
important changes were made. These 
changes on the whole were welcome, 
according to the speaker. 


The first important development 


of the Roosevelt administration in 
foreign affairs was a request from 
the state department to the Soviet 
government of Russia for a confer- 
ence relative to the settlement of un- 
stable affairs between the two na- 
tions, which has existed since 1917. 
As a result of this conference the 
Soviet government sent to Washing- 
ton their emissary, Maxim Maximo- 
vich Litinoff. President Roosevelt, 
in a conference of many hours with 
Mr. Litvinoff on November 17, 1933, 
settled just before midnight many 
serious problems. Among these was 
the establishment of diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two countries, the 
rights of American citizens in Russia 
to religious freedom, and better 
treatment, and the renunciation oi 
Russia to any claim on American 
money. 


The relations of the government of 


United States to the Latin Ameri- 
can 
countries has undergone a 


sweeping change during Roosevelt's 
administration, said Dr. Graham. 
This has been demonstrated in the 
episodes in Cuba of recent months. 
A conference of twenty-one Latin 
American ambassadors was called in 
Washington and as a result of this 
meeting the state department imme- 
diately recognized the Mendieta gov- 
ernment. Secretary Hull has devel- 
oped a feeling of friendliness with 
the Latin 
Americans. 
This has 


largely resulted from an abandon- 
ment of the policy of the six preced- 
ing administrations to back up the 
demands of American capitalists with 
the United States marines. 


There have been two outstanding 


failures of the state department in 
the present administration, said the 
speaker. These were the London 
conference and the disarmament 
conference at Geneva the past sum- 
mer. 


Prof. Graham pointed out the for- 


eign problems ahead of the Roose- 
velt administration, chief of which 
is the 1935 naval conference, at 
which time the present 5-5-3 ratio 
between the navies of Great Britain 
United States and Japan is to be 
settled. All indications point to

though the estimate had been raised 
several times d'jring the prepara- 
tions for the day. 


While the athletic events of the 


afternoon were getting under way, 
Mayor George H. Maxfield delivered 
an address of welcome to the visit- 
ors who had come to help the city 
celebrate the day. 


Later in the afternoon, at the close 


of all sports events, Mayor Maxfield 
again spoke, delivering an historical 
account of the city's growth, touch- 
ing principally on the major events 
on the community's road to a place 
of prominence among southern Cali- 
fornia municipalities. 


Two previous celebrations, he re- 


called, were held in 1895 and in 1907, 
with the coming of the Southern 
Pacific and the Pacific Electric rail- 
road facilities to the town. He told 
of the bitter battles fought by early 
civic and agricultural leaders for the 
precious rights to water from the 
San Gabriel canyon, and the suc- 
cessful efforts to maintain an irri- 
gation ditch from the mouth of San 
Gabriel canyon, often enforced by 
grim-faced men armed with rifles 
and shotguns. 


The coming of the Phillips family, 


and subsequent subdividing of the 
surrounding land into an established 
town, was described, including the 
establishment of the "Covina Inde- 
pendent," the city's first newspaper, 
and incidentally, the first business 
to be installed in the new city. The 
name "Covina" was selected as a 
combination suggestive 
of "cove" 


and "vine," because of the large 
acreage of grape vines then in ex- 
istence. The growth of the school 
system, from Center school near 
Azusa, to a high school on what is 
now the Quick ranch, the later con- 
struction of the early Covina gram- 
mar school on the present site of the
